CLAIM REJECTIONS UNDER 35 U.S.C. S103 

The rejection of claims 1-4, 6-7, 9, 11 and 20 under 35 
U.S.C. §103 (a) as being unpatentable over Iwata in view of 
Matsumura is respectfully traversed and should be withdrawn. 

The allowable matter of claim 22 has been incorporated 
into claim 1. The allowable matter of claim 21 has been 
incorporated into newly presented claim 26. Matter similar to the 
allowable matter of claim 22 has been incorporated into claim 20. 
The allowable matter of claim 24 has been incorporated into claim 
12 . 

The remaining claims depend from claims 1, 12 and 20, 
which are now believed to be allowable. As such, the dependent 
claims are fully patentable over the cited references and the 
rejections should be withdrawn. 

Accordingly, the present application is in condition for 
allowance.
